In another big firm, with an 
c.verhead of $3,400,000 annually, part- 
ners were told that passage of the 
bill must bring a slash of this sum 
to 11,688,000, mostly in salaries, figur- 
ing upon a total market turnover daily 
of only 1,000.000 shares. This would 
mean dropping half of the firm's 800 
employes.

International Combustion Engineering 
Corporation had awakened to the fact 
that the stock had no real equity val- 
ue when they bought. 


Because of just such practices Pres- 


ident Roosevelt has demanded regu- 
latory legislation for exchanges. All

merely certificates and nothing more. 
Two issues of the shares were trad- 
ed on the New York Stock Exchange 
until May 25, 1933. 


The Curb Exchange has followed its 


big brother in admitting that the 
stocks of solvent companies ought to 
be separated from securities of in- 
solvent concerns. 
H has therefore 


copied the Stock Exchange in asking 
the press to give such stocks special 
designation in the stock tables. 


That i.s well enough so far as it 


goes; but concern for investors should 
begin at the suinc place as charity. 
Neither the Stock Exchange nor the 
curb make- any atempt to warn the 
public directly of the risk in buy- 
ing bankrupt stocks. Thus fur neither 
has shown much warmth for the sug- 
gestion that stocks should be dropped 
from 
trading 
automatically 
when 


companies go into insolvency.

WASHINGTON.—We're a forgetful 


people, but it might be just as well 
to remember the two billion dollars 
we handed Secretary Morgenthau to 
use at his own discretion. 


Sometimes, as your correspondent 


lies awake of nights worrying about 
it, that exchange stabilization fund 
seems like the biggest thing in the 
world. Anyway, it's the biggest se- 
cret in Washington. 


The money is supposed to be used 


to keep. the dollar down on foreign 
exchange. But what's bsing 
done 


with it? 


Nobody knows except Morgenthau 


and one.or two others whose identity 
remains undisclosed. Nobody tells. 


But some of the insiders, well equip- 


ped with inside information, can 
guess. It's something like this: 


Once upon a time we had a large 


export trade and financed it by lend- 
ing money to other countries so they 
could buy our goods. (It seemed like 
a good idea at the time.) 


Many foreign customers stopped 


buying when we stopped lending. But

We set great store by viatmins and 


this is right. What vitamins are, pre- 
cisely. I doubt if the most learned 
scientists can tell us. 


AH we have is the fact of results. 


Certain elements are contained in 
vitamins that directly affect the body 
chemistry and if they are omitted, 
health recedes. If vitamin starvation 
continues, there are results evident to 
the eye. such as rickets, for instance, 
when "D" is missing or scarce. 


• Sunlight and cod-liver oil contain 
this element, if it can be called an 
element. A child needs one or both, 
depending upon age and condition. 


Watch for Weariness 


But there are other vitamins need- 


ed, too. The average food of a prop- 
erly-fed household contains a sa rule 
all that is necessary—milk, vegetables, 
greens, fruit, fats, sugar, meat, and 
so on. 


But once in a while one child in a 


family otherwise healthy may be go- 


many kept buying. 


What did they use for money? They 


used foreign-owned dollars in Amer- 
ican banks, with the result that where- 
as foreign countries had about three 
billions in bank balances^ and short- 
term notes here at the ,end of 1929, 
they now have less than 500 millions. 


Well, that can't go on forever. For- 


eign balances h«?-re dwindle and dol- 
lar depreciation boosts our commodi- 
ty balance of trade, making the prob- 
lem of payment for our goods more 
and more difficult. 


Foreigners must get American dol- 


lars to pay their debts for goods. They 
bid for dollars and that raises the 
value of the dollar abroad in terms of 
francs, lira, pounds and so on. 


There's only one thing Morgenthau 


can do in a case like that. The law 
directs hi mto keep that dollar stabil- 
ized. So, almost automatically, we 
toss some of our stabilization fund in- 
to tne pot and keep on dumping it. 
The process seems bound to go on 
unless we create something like an 
equal balance of trade. 


If the process hasn't begun, as those 


insiders are sure it has, it will begin 


" in the very near future.

(BLS figures are merfcij 
examples. 


One of these days someone in thi

Seems Funny, Anyway

Just what starts the "fatigue" child 


on the down grade depends upon 
many things. His own constitution, 
an illness, even remote, or a physical 
idiosyncrasy against the 
very 
ele- 


ments needed. 


His conduct will be affected by this 


tired feeling. He may be thought 
lazy, or indifferent, or just posing. He 
may be nervous, irritable, sleepless 
(or too sleepy), or inclined to cry a 
lot for no reason at all. 
, 


Perhaps he just needs a good tonic, 


and more sleep. If he needs more at- 
tention than this, and in many cases 
he will, the doctor will test him and 
treat him for the type of "element 
starvation" he is going through. 


Often people both young and old 


cannot right themselves merely by 
Vest and more food. We insist upon 
the child eating when he can't. When 
he does eat to please us his system 
may not be doing much with what 
his mouth pushes down to his stom- 
ach. 


Nature Favors Youth 


Of course, children have their ups 


and downs. Nature is on the side of 
youth and, given a little time, she will 
right temporary impairment But the 
child chronically tired and listless, or 
using up energy faster than he can 
produce it, needs real help and atten- 
tion. 


He may be thin, but after all this 


is not always a criterion of ill health. 
Many perfectly healthy children are 
as stringy as beans. The mother's 
quick eye will know when he is too 
hin, I think. He should be gaining, 
if only a little bit, gaining consist- 
ently as he grows. 


Children should be checked up ev- 


ery now and then to be sure that all 
is right. There is little use guessing. 
Anyway the "fatigue" child needs real 
help and he needs it at once.

Avocados Add a Novel Note to 


Salads and Fruit Cups

Spring is the time to experiment. 


Have you ever tried avocados on the 
family? If not. set a. day. In salad 
or Jruit cup, they will add a not of 
grateful novelty when everything is 
tired of all the old things. 


In Florida the avocado is known as 


alligator pear or midshipman's but- 
ter. In California some call it calavo. 
By any name, it will still be rich in 
iat and vitamins A, B, D, E and G, not 
to speak of calcium, iron, phosphorus 
and assorted minerals. 


They cook the avocado in Florida, 


but most people like it better raw. 


When the thick-skinned flesh yields

Avocado and grape fruit pulp is 


delicious either as an appetizer or 
salad.

The avocado is cut in slices 
the same size and shape as the grape 
iruit carpels and sprinkled with salt 
and lemon or lime juice. They are

Discard Those Notions About 


Health Cures! 


The number of notions that people 


luwe about health are probably greater 
and more peculiar than unestablished 
ideas in any other field. 


How many times have you heard 


the statement made that washing in- 
side and out is the best thing for the 
human body? Actually the 
human 


body is a self-regulating machanism, 
and if one takes six to eight glasses of 
water daily, his intestines get about 
all the washing they need under or- 
dinary circumstances. 


Of course, if you are sick with some 


type of infection of the lower bowel. 
you may require 
special 
types of 


washings, but those will have to be 
picked out by your doctor and per- 
haps given to you by a competent at- 
tendant. 


Another notion that has frequently 


prevailed is the idea that doep breath- 
ing exercises early in the morning, 


on in front, of an open window, is a 
certain method of good health. 


While it may entertain the neigh- j 


bors. there is no evidence that it 
really does bring about any remark- 
able1 improvement in health. 


It has been pointed 
out. instead. 


that 
long-continued 
forced 
deep 


breathing washes out the carbon di- 
oxide from the blood in 
that 
way 


may be harmful. 


Breathing is 
also 
an 
automatic 


mechanism and any time vie interfere 
with it we are likely to be disturbing 
the actions of a well-regulated 
ma- 


chine. 


Then there is the notion that a pain 


in the back means a disease of the 
kidney. 
A lot 
of 
old-time patent 


medicine advertising that used to be 
prevalent in our youtb is responsible 
for maintenance of this idea. 


Actually, pain in the back is only 


rarely associated with a disease of the 
kidney. Disturbances of these vital 
organs are more likely 
to manifest 


themselves by swellings in various 
portions of the body and by changes 
in the excretions, 
which 
can 
be 


found with laboratory examination. 


Finally, there is that old bugaboo, 


autointoxication, presumably the ap- 
pearance of a coated tongue. Head- 
ache or a feeling of dullness is, ac- 
cording to usual belief, always due to 


preferably taken without any clothes the presence in the bowels of a great 


deal of putrefying and decaying food 
material. 


Actually, however, the presence of 


such decaying material is .a rather rare 
occurrence. Mast scientific physicians 
have discarded the word "autointox- 
ication." 
,ln health practice there is nothing so 
important us exact knowledge. 
No- 


tions and superstitions lead to fears 
which may be more serious than tbe 
many minor disturbances of the hu- 
man body.

EL DORADO, Ark.—Voters of El| 


Dorado by a vote of 580 to 330 adopt- 
ed an Initiative ordinance reducing 
telephone rates in El Dorado by ap-j 
proximately 50 per cent in the general 
city election Tuesday and elected all 
Democratic nominees for office with- 
out opposition. 
• 


The ordinance provides that the new 


rates are to become effective from 
and after May 1, but John W. Carter, 
district manager of the Southwestern 
Bell Telephone company, said that 
the matter has been placed in the 
hands of lawyers of the company to 
determine -what course will be taken 
to prevent "the confiscation of our 
property in El Dorado." 


Mr. Carter's statement follows: 
"The vote in favor of the initiative 


ordinance fixing the rates to be charg- 
ed for telephone service in the city of 
El Dorado amounts to confiscation of 
our telephone property in El Dorado 
11 the rates specified in the ordinance 
are permitted to become effective. 


"Obviously, the telephone company 


must utilize all suitable and proper 
means to prevent the rates specified. 
in the ordinance from becoming ef- 
fective. Our lawyers are studying the 
situation to determine what will be 
done to prevent the confiscation of 
our property in El Dorado." 
* 


Under the ordinance one party ser- 


vice to residences will be 
reduced 


from $3 a month to ?1.50; two-party 
service will be reduced from $2.50 a 
month to Sl.OO; busines telephones will 
be reduced from $5.75 a month to 
J3.W and extension telephones would 
be $1.00 a month each.

The ordinance also provides that 


there shall be no installation charges.

kaiuaYs refunding offer to holders of 
state highway obligations by DC E.

Senator Hendricks' .statement fol-

The holders of road 
district bonds 


have valid oustanding contracts, and 
the legislature could not compel them 
to accept refunding bonds, and no 
effort has been made to do so. 


"Certainly the state has not repu- 


diated the bonds held by the W. O. 
W. because it was never its duty to 
pay them. They bought the road dis- 
distrlct bonds long before the state 
made any donation to the district. 
There was never any legal obligation 
between the state df Arkansas and the 
holders of these bonds. These bonds 
arc liens against the lands created by 
th«r recorded pledge of the district. 
It 'is true that, in an effort to reach 
parity between the bonded and the 
non-bonded counties, the state- un- 
dertook to pay these bonds with rev- 
enues from the gasoline tax, but this 
was-done long after the bonds of the 
districts were sola and the bondhold- 
ers' still have the contracts originally 
made by the districts which constitute 
a lien on the lands within the dis- 
tricts, which was the only security 
given when the district 
sold 
the 


bonds:"
